This  study  which  was  paid  for  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation,  showed  that  City  College  could  save  significant  costs 
in  the  future  if  it  undertook  specific  steps  to  reduce  energy  consumption.  In  July  1995,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  950727-B29,  which  authorized  a  master  lease  agreement  of  up  to 
$4.75  million  for  a  set  of  capital  projects,  including  energy  conservation  improvements.  The  Chief 
Operating  Officer  estimates  that  up  to  $1.5  million  will  be  needed  to  complete  the  energy 
conservation  improvements.

Notice  of  Intention  to  Amend  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  6.01 -Instruction-General 

Dear  President  and  Members: 

State  law  requires  that  all  District  classes  and  programs  be  open  for  the 
enrollment  of  all  students  who  are  admitted  to  the  District  and  that  the  Board  adopt  a 
policy  to  that  effect.    Board  Policy  6.01  establishes  the  Board's  adherence  to  the 
requirement  for  open  classes  and  programs.   Although  the  goal  is  that  all  educational 
offerings  be  open,  in  practice,  not  every  class  and  program  can  accommodate  virtually 
every  student  who  may  wish  to  enroll  in  a  given  term.    State  law  recognizes  this 
reality  and  permits  districts  to  establish  fair  and  equitable  enrollment  procedures  for 
determining  which  students  may  enroll.   The  first  step  in  the  development  of  fair  and 
equitable  enrollment  procedures  is  a  declaration  by  the  Board  that  enrollment 
limitations  are  necessary.    State  regulations  permit  the  Board  to  declare  the  need  for 
enrollment  procedures  based  on  the  following  matters:   "health  and  safety 
considerations,  facility  limitations,  faculty  workload,  the  availability  of  qualified 
instructors,  funding  limitaions,  the  constraints  of  regional  planning  or  legal 
requirements  imposed  by  statutes,  regulations,  or  contracts."   (5  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  58106.) 

With  the  exception  of  "constraints  of  regional  planning,"  the  remaining  bases 
for  establishing  enrollment  procedures  are  present  in  various  District  classes  and 
programs.   Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  declare  that  such  conditions 
prevent  every  class  and  program  from  enrolling  every  admitted  student  who  may  wish 
to  enroll.   This  resolution  amends  the  Board's  policy  of  open  enrollment  to  verify  the 
existence  of  legally  acceptable  bases  for  limiting  enrollment.    The  amended  policy  also 
directs  the  administration  to  adopt  fair  and  equitable  procedures  to  establish  which 
students  may  enroll  in  affected  classes  or  programs  and  to  establish  a  procedure  for 
student  challenges  to  the  enrollment  limitation. 

Policy  Manual  Section  1.05  provides  in  parts  as  follows:    "Any  policy  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members 
at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous 
meeting..." 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:    The  Board  declares  that  certain  conditions  prevent  the  District 

from  enrolling  in  all  of  its  classes  or  programs  all  admitted 
students  who  may  wish  to  enroll,  and, 

WHEREAS:    The  Board  declares  that  fair  and  equitable  procedures  should  be 

developed  to  determine  who  may  enroll  in  affected  classes  or 
programs, 

PM  6.01  INSTRUCTION-GENERAL 

The  Board  of  Trustees  affirms  the  principle  that  instruction  of  students 
is  the  major  function  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District.    The  Board 
recognizes  that  all  policies  governing  the  District  must  be  directed  to  providing  a 
sound  program  of  instruction  which  will  permit  the  realization  of  the  objectives  and 
functions  of  a  community  college  and  which  promotes  the  welfare  of  students;  the 
Board  recognizes  the  instructor  as  the  primary  person  in  providing  instruction. 

The  District  shall  continue  to  re-evaluate  and  improve  its  programs  and 
offerings  by  seeking  both  general  and  special  accreditation,  by  association  and 
affiliation  with  other  educational  institutions,  by  assuring  that  its  courses  and  programs 
are  articulated  with  proximate  baccalaureate  institutions  and  high  schools,  and  by  other 
appropriate  activities  commensurate  with  its  role  as  a  public  postsecondary  institution. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that,  unless  specifically  exempted  by 
statue  or  regulation,  every  course,  course  section  or  class,  reported  for  state  aid, 
whatever  offered  and  maintained  by  the  District,  shall  be  fully  open  to  enrollment  and 
participation  by  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the  District  and  who  meets  such 
prerequisites  and/or  corequisites  as  may  be  established  pursuant  to  regulations 
commencing  with  Section  58100  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations  as 
related  to  limitation  on  the  receipt  of  state  aid. 

The  Board  declares  that  its  intention  that  all  District  classes  and 
programs  be  open  to  enrollment  by  any  student  who  has  been  admitted  to  the  District 
is  subject  to  limitations  based  on  class  and/or  program  health  and  safety  considerations, 
facility  limitations,  faculty  workload,  the  availability  of  qualified  instructors,  funding 
limitations,  and,  under  certain  circumstances,  legal  requirements  imposed  by  statutes, 
regulations,  or  contract.    The  Board  therefore  directs  the  administration  to  develop  fair 
and  equitable  procedures  for  determining  who  may  enroll  in  affected  classes  or 
programs,  consistent  with  applicable  statutes  and  regulations.    The  administration  shall 
also  develop  procedures  through  which  a  student  may  challenge  an  enrollment 
limitation.

attached  proposed  amendments  to 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.06-Instruction-

WHEREAS:    The  U.S.  Military  continues  to  exclude  from  service  otherwise 
eligible  citizens  solely  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation;  and 

WHEREAS:    The  U.S.  Military  under  the  color  of  authority  of  the  Uniform 

Code  of  Military  Justice  (U.C.M.J.)  and  the  Department  of 
Defense  (D.O.D.)  directive  have  continued  to  discharge  service  members  for  no 
other  reason  than  sexual  orientation  despite  several  internal  and  external  reports 
that  such  individuals  pose  no  greater  security  risk  than  other  members  of  the  military;  and 

WHEREAS:    The  D.O.D.  and  the  U.S.  Military  policy  implies  that  the  sexual 

orientation  of  individual  citizens  is  the  business  of  the  military  and  any 
deviation  of  heterosexuality  is  incompatible  with  military  service;  and 

WHEREAS:    The  D.O.D.  and  the  U.S.  Military  are  exempted  from  accurately 

reflecting  the  population  of  America  despite  the  fact  that  the  military  is  a 
segment  of  the  national  government  of  this  country;  and 

WHEREAS:    The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has  a  policy  of 

non-discrimination  which  seeks  to  provide  all  persons  with  equal 
educational  opportunities  regardless  of  race,  color,  national  origins,  ethnicity, 
religion,  age,  sex,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation,  physical  or  mental 
disability;  and 

WHEREAS:    The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Board  of 

Trustees  passed  a  resolution  in  1992,  banning  all  recruitment  by 
the  military  on  District  property  because  of  the  military's  discriminatory 
policies  based  on  sexual  orientation  which  violates  the  District's  policy  of 
non-discrimination;  and 
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WHEREAS:    The     ban     on     recruitment     in    the     District     does    not     deny     any 
students,  on  their  own  initiative,  from  enlisting  and  seeking  military 
scholarships  at  any  of  the  extensive  network  of  recruiting  stations;  and 

WHEREAS:    Openly  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender  students  who  seek 

to  apply  for  military  scholarships  are  summarily  rejected  based 
solely  on  their  sexual  orientation  and  that  such  scholarships  are 
unjustifiably  discriminatory  of  a  particular  class  of  students  and  violates  the 
District's  policy  of  non-discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS:    Publication      and      distribution      of      details      of      scholarship 
announcements  gives  tacit  approval  to  the  military  to  recruit  on  campus  in 
violation  of  the  District's  ban  on  military  recruitment; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  formal  announcements  of  military 

scholarships  shall  not  be  distributed  or 
disseminated  on  campus  but  rather,  where  scholarships  are  posted,  the  District 
shall  list  the  availability  of  the  R.O.T.C.  scholarship  but  exclude  the  specific 
details  of  said  scholarships  and  shall,  instead,  state  that  students  interested  in 
such  scholarships  may  contact  a  U.S.  Military  recruiting  station  for  further 
information;  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  where  such  scholarships  are  noted,  there 

shall  be  a  statement  reiterating  the  District's  policy  of 
non-discrimination  and  explaining  the  basis  for  omitting  the  details  of  the 
scholarship,  namely  that  the  District  has  a  ban  on  military  recruiting  due  to  the 
discriminatory  practices  of  the  military;  and

for  discharge  for  no  other  reason  than  sexual 
orientation  despite  several  internal  and  external 
reports  that  lesbian,  gays,  bisexuals  and  transgender 
individuals  pose  not  greater  security  risk  than  other 
members  of  the  military;  and 

WHEREAS:   The  Department  of  Defense  (D.O.D.)  and  the 

U.S.  Military  believe  that  the  sexual 
orientation  of  individual  citizens  is  the  business  of 
the  military  and  any  deviation  of  heterosexuality  is  an 
abomination  of  nature  and  incompatible  with  military 
service;  and 

WHEREAS:   The  D.O.D.  and  the  U.S.  Military  are  exempted 

from  accurately  reflecting  the  population  of 
America  despite  the  fact  that  the  military  is  a  segment 
of  the  national  government  of  this  country;  and 

WHEREAS:   Attitudes  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Training 
Program  (R.O.T.C.)   perpetuate  the  illegal, 
immoral  and  illogical  exclusion  of  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual  or  transgender  citizens  in  both  the  program 
and  later  in  the  military  through  the  use  of 
harassment,  intimidation  and  aggrieving  of  citizens  who 
are  believed  to  have  a  differing  sexual  orientation; 
and 
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WHEREAS:   The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 

has  a  policy  of  non-discrimination  which 
seeks  to  provide  all  persons  with  equal  educational 
opportunities  regardless  or  race,  color,  national 
origins,  ethnicity,  religion,  age,  sex,  marital  status, 
sexual    orientation,    physical  or  mental  disability:  and 

WHEREAS:   The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
Board  of  Trustee  passed  a  resolution  in  1992, 
banning  all  recruitment  by  the  military  on  District 
property  because  of  the  military's  discriminatory 
policies  based  on  sexual  orientation  which  violates  the 
District's  policy  of  non-discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS:   The  ban  on  recruitment  in  the  District  does 

not  deny  any  students,  on  their  own 
initiative,  from  enlisting  and  seeking  military 
scholarship  at  any  of  the  extensive  network  of 
recruiting  stations;  and 

WHEREAS:   Openly  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transgender 

students  who  seek  to  apply  for  military 
scholarships  are  summarily  rejected  based  solely  on 
their  sexual  orientation  and  that  such  scholarships  are 
unjustifiably  discriminatory  of  a  particular  class  of 
students  and  violates  the  District's  policy  of  non- 
discrimination; and 

WHEREAS:   The  publication  of  announcements  of  military 
scholarships  on  District  stationery  is  a  use 
of  District  resources  and  the  distribution  of  such 
announcements  by  District  personnel  is  a  form  of 
passive  recruitment   by  the  District  for  the  military 
and  therefore  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the 
District's  ban  of  such  recruitment  and  in  violation  of 
the  District's  own  policy  of  non-discrimination;  and

In  October  1994,  the  Bentley  Company  issued  an  energy  conservation 
study  for  City  College  of  San  Francisco.  This  study  which  was  paid  for  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco's  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation,  showed  that  City  College 
could  save  significant  costs  in  the  future  if  it  undertook  specific  steps  to  reduce  energy 
consumption.  In  July  1995,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  950727-B29,.which 
authorized  a  master  lease  agreement  of  up  to  $4.75  million  for  a  set  of  capital  projects, 
including  energy  conservation  improvements.  The  Chief  Operating  Officer  estimates  that 
up  to  $1.5  million  will  be  needed  to  complete  the  these  energy  conservation 
improvements.  All  costs  incurred  in  this  contractual  arrangement  will  qualify  for 
reimbursement  by  proceeds  from  the  master  lease  agreement  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  July  1995.

Notice  of  Intention  to  Amend  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  6.01 -Instruction-General 

President  and  Members: 

State  law  requires  that  all  District  classes  and  programs  be  open  for  the 
enrollment  of  all  students  who  are  admitted  to  the  District  and  that  the  Board  adopt  a  policy 
to  that  effect.   Board  Policy  6.01  establishes  the  Board's  adherence  to  the  requirement  for 
open  classes  and  programs.   Although  the  goal  is  that  all  educational  offerings  be  open,  in 
practice,  not  every  class  and  program  can  accommodate  virtually  every  student  who  may  wish 
to  enroll  in  a  given  term.   State  law  recognizes  this  reality  and  permits  districts  to  establish 
fair  and  equitable  enrollment  procedures  for  determining  which  students  may  enroll.   The  first 
step  in  the  development  of  fair  and  equitable  enrollment  procedures  is  a  declaration  by  the 
Board  that  enrollment  limitations  are  necessary.    State  regulations  permit  the  Board  to  declare 
the  need  for  enrollment  procedures  based  on  the  following  matters:   "health  and  safety 
considerations,  facility  limitations,  faculty  workload,  the  availability  of  qualified  instructors, 
funding  limitations,  the  constraints  of  regional  planning  or  legal  requirements  imposed  by 
statutes,  regulations,  or  contracts."   (5  California  Code  of  Regulations,  58106.) 

With  the  exception  of  "constraints  of  regional  planning,"  the  remaining  bases 
for  establishing  enrollment  procedures  are  present  in  various  District  classes  and  programs. 
Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  declare  that  such  conditions  prevent  every  class 
and  program  from  enrolling  every  admitted  student  who  may  wish  to  enroll.    This  resolution 
amends  the  Board's  policy  of  open  enrollment  to  verify  the  existence  of  legally  acceptable 
bases  for  limiting  enrollment.   The  amended  policy  also  directs  the  administration  to  adopt 
fair  and  equitable  procedures  to  establish  which  students  may  enroll  in  affected  classes  or 
programs  and  to  establish  a  procedure  for  student  challenges  to  the  enrollment  limitation. 

Policy  Manual  Section  1.05  provides  in  parts  as  follows:   "Any  policy  may  be 
adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any 
meeting,  providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting..." 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   The  Board  declares  that  certain  conditions  prevent  the  District 

from  enrolling  in  all  of  its  classes  or  programs  all  admitted 
students  who  may  wish  to  enroll,  and, 
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WHEREAS:   The  Board  declares  that  fair  and  equitable  procedures  should  be 

developed  to  determine  who  may  enroll  in  affected  classes  or 
programs. 

PM  6.01  INSTRUCTION-GENERAL 

The  Board  of  Trustees  affirms  the  principle  that  instruction  of  students  is  the 
major  function  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District.    The  Board  recognizes  that 
all  policies  governing  the  District  must  be  directed  to  providing  a  sound  program  of 
instruction  which  will  permit  the  realization  of  the  objectives  and  functions  of  a  community 
college  and  which  promotes  the  welfare  of  students;  the  Board  recognizes  the  instructor  as  the 
primary  person  in  providing  instruction.    ■ 

The  District  shall  continue  to  re-evaluate  and  improve  its  programs  and 
offerings  by  seeking  both  general  and  special  accreditation,  by  rssociation  and  affiliation  with 
other  educational  institutions,  by  assuring  that  its  courses  and  programs  are  articulated  with 
proximate  baccalaureate  institutions  and  high  schools,  and  by  other  appropriate  activities 
commensurate  with  its  role  as  a  public  postsecondary  institution. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that,  unless  specifically  exempted  by  statue  or 
regulation,  every  course,  course  section  or  class,  reported  for  state  aid,  whatever  offered  and 
maintained  by  the  District,  shall  be  fully  open  to  enrollment  and  participation  by  any  person 
who  has  been  admitted  to  the  District  and  who  meets  such  prerequisites  and/or 
corequisites  as  may  be  established  pursuant  to  regulations  commencing  with  Section  58100 
of  Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations  as  related  to  limitation  on  the  receipt  of  state 
aid. 

The  Board  declares  that  its  intention  that  all  District  classes  and 
programs  be  open  to  enrollment  by  any  student  who  has  been  admitted  to  the 
District  is  subject  to  limitations  based  on  class  and/or  program  health  and 
safety  considerations,  facility  limitations,  faculty  workload,  the  availability  of 
qualified  instructors,  funding  limitations,  and,  under  certain  circumstances, 
legal  requirements  imposed  by  statutes,  regulations,  or  contract    The  Board 
therefore  directs  the  administration  to  develop  fair  and  equitable  procedures 
for  determining  who  may  enroll  in  affected  classes  or  programs,  consistent 
with  applicable  statutes  and  regulations.    The  administration  shall  also  develop 
procedures  through  which  a  student  may  challenge  an  enrollment  limitation.

attached  proposed  amendments  to  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.06-Instruction- 
General  (and/or  revisions  to  such  amendments  as  directed  by  the  Board)  shall 
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be  acted  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  November  23, 
1995.

President  and  Members: 

On  July  28,  1993  approval  was  obtained  from  the 
College  Board  of  Trustees  by  Resolution  No.  930728-B1  to  enter 
into  a  project  agreement  with  Hewlett-Packard  Company (HP) . 

The  project  agreement  specified  that  HP  provide  various 
computing  and  networking  hardware,  provide  installation  of  the 
hardware,  provide  a  re-engineered  student  system  to  operate  on 
the  new  hardware,  and  provide  financing  for  all  of  the  project's 
various  components  such  as  the  purchase  of  new  administrative 
software,  staff  training,  the  re-engineering  task,  and  the  new 
hardware . 

HP  has  been  unable  to  satisfactorily  complete  the  re- 
engineering  of  the  student  software,  and  HP  and  CCSF  have  jointly 
determined  that  the  only  viable  alternative  to  provide  CCSF  with 
an  operational  student  system  is  to  substitute  the  purchase  of 
the  SCT  Banner  Student  System  in  place  of  the  HP  re-engineering 
task. 

HP  and  CCSF  have  negotiated  terms  and  conditions  of  a 
settlement,  The  HP  Settlement  Agreement  and  Mutual  General 
Release  (the  HP  Settlement  Agreement) ,  which  the  college 
administration  believes  to  represent  a  fair  and  equitable 
settlement  of  the  re-engineering  task.   Therefore,  the  following 
resolution  is  recommended  for  Board  approval : 

WHEREAS:   The  HP  Settlement  Agreement  was  reviewed  by 
CCSF  administration,  Information  Technology 
Services,  and  legal  counsel  and  was  determined  to  be  an 
acceptable  settlement; 

WHEREAS:   The  HP  Settlement  Agreement  provides  for 
total  compensation  of  approximately  $1.3 
million  in  exchange  for  which  CCSF  shall  release  HP 
from  its  contractual  obligation  to  deliver  software  for 
the  yet  to  be  completed  portions  of  CCSF's  management 
information  system: 
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WHEREAS:   The  HP  Settlement  Agreement  provides  for 

compensation  to  CCSF  in  the  form  of  a  cash 
payment,  additional  HP  computing  hardware,  and  a  waiver 
of  fees  due  HP  under  the  original  Project  Agreement; 

WHEREAS:   The  HP  Settlement  Agreement  provides 

financial  coverage  for  the  licensing  of  the 
SCT  Banner  Student  software,  the  purchase  of 
implementation  support  from  SCT,  and  the  continuation 
of  Bull  computer  maintenance  and  licensing  during  the 
period  of  implementation  for  the  new  SCT  software; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   The  Board  of  Trustees 

approves  entering  into 
the  stated  settlement  agreement  with  HP  the  total  value 
of  which  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  $1.3  million, 
in  exchange  for  which  CCSF  shall  release  HP  from  its 
contractual  obligation  to  deliver  software  for  the  yet 
to  be  completed  portions  of  CCSF's  management, 
information  system;

INITIAL  REOPENER  PROPOSAL 

SUBMITTED  JOINTLY  BY  AFT  LOCAL  2121 

AND  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT 

November  9,  1995 

AFT  Local  2121  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  have  a  long  history  of  negotiations, 
dating  back  to  1978.  All  negotiations  prior  to  1991  between  AFT  Local  2121  and  the  Community  College 
District  were  conducted  in  accordance  with  "traditional"  negotiations  rules  and  procedures.  These  rules  and 
procedures  include  the  submission  by  each  party  of  a  specific  "position"  on  each  issue  in  dispute  and 
lengthy  discussion  at  the  negotiations  table  of  each  party's  justification  for  its  position. 

AFT  Local  2121  and  District  representatives  decided  in  late  1989  to  search  for  a  more  effective  system  of 
negotiations.  AFT  and  District  representatives  participated  in  comprehensive  training  in  a  system  of  "interest- 
based"  negotiations  offered  by  the  State  Public  Employment  Relations  Board  (PERB)  in  Spring  of  1990.  This 
decision  was  motivated  by  dissatisfaction  with  the  old  manner  of  doing  business,  as  well  as  a  recognition 
that  the  parties'  approach  to  negotiations  needed  to  be  significantly  modified  in  light  of  the  principle  of 
shared  governance.  Chancellor  Dobelle's  influence  and  the  direction  he  charted  for  the  District  upon  his 
arrival  in  November  of  1990  provided  the  final  and  most  important  impetus  for  change. 

Interest-based  negotiations  in  1991-92  resulted  in  agreement  on  (1)  principles  underlying  "pro-rata  pay  for 
part-timers",  (2)  institution  of  initial  pro-rata  pay  schedules,  (3)  reaffirmation  of  the  goal  of  raising  faculty 
salaries  to  above  the  median  of  the  ten  Bay  Area  community  college  districts,  (4)  refining  the  basis  by  which 
faculty  compensation  will  be  compared  to  those  other  districts  and  the  connection  between  compensation 
levels  and  efficiency  issues  like  load  and  class  size,  and  (5)  agreement  on  due  process  protections  for 
faculty  related  to  student  complaints. 

The  1992-93  negotiations,  which  occurred  in  the  midst  of  the  worst  fiscal  crisis  in  twenty  years,  resulted  in 
mutual  agreement  on  (1)  postponing  for  one  semester  previously-scheduled  compensation  increases,  (2) 
an  innovative  part-time  re-hire  preference  provision  based  on  length  of  service  and  educational 
considerations,  and  (3)  cost-saving  adjustments  including  voluntary  sabbatical  deferrals,  load  and  class  size 
changes  and  an  early  retirement  incentive.  The  overall  agreement  was  predicated  on  using  all  possible 
savings  to  maintain  the  educational  program  of  the  College. 

The  1993-94  negotiations  amended  the  parties'  1992-94  Agreement  to  include  (1)  a  Voluntary  Sick  Leave 
Bank,  and  (2)  Family  Medical  Leave  consistent  with  State  and  Federal  law.  Additionally,  the  parties  engaged 
in  an  extensive  review  of  the  existing  Agreement  to  identify  all  contractual  provisions  that  needed  to  be 
modified  in  light  of  changes  ir.  the  Districts  organizational  structure. 

The  1994-95  negotiations  resulted  in  a  new  three-year  Agreement,  ratified  by  the  parties  in  January  1995, 
for  the  period  July  1,  1994,  through  June  30,  1997.  The  Agreement  provided  for  reopener  negotiations  on 
a  variety  of  non-monetary  issues  and  a  two-year  settlement  on  compensation,  including  (1 )  across-the-board 
increases  in  the  compensation  levels  of  full-  and  part-time  faculty,  (2)  modest  restructuring  of  the  full-time 
salary  schedule,  (3)  adjustments  in  the  levels  of  pro-rata  and  other  hourly  rates  of  pay,  (4)  employer 
contribution  toward  dependent  care  health  benefits,  (5)  reopener  provisions  on  compensation  in  1995-96 
linked  to  the  Districts  ending  balance  for  1994-95,  and  the  Districts  general  revenue  for  1995-96,  and 
whether  the  State  provided  a  Cost  of  Living  Adjustment  in  1995-96.  Additionally,  for  1996-97,  compensation 
is  a  subject  of  reopener  negotiations.  Finally,  the  contractual  provisions  of  the  new  three-year  agreement 
reflected  the  parties'  modifications  in  light  of  extensive  changes  in  the  District's  organizational  structure. 

The  parties  accordingly  have  resolved  to  continue  to  conduct  their  reopener  negotiations  pursuant  to 
"interest-based"  negotiations.  Rather  than  coming  to  the  table  with  discrete  proposals  that  are  in  opposition, 
the  parties  instead  present  this  jointly  drafted  document.

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INTERESTS 

The  parties  have  preliminarily  identified  their  respective  "interests"  underlying  the  issues 
under  negotiation.  These  interests  are,  of  course,  subject  to  modification  as  negotiations 
proceed.  Not  in  priority  order,  the  interests  we  have  preliminarily  identified  are  as  follows: 

A.     INTERESTS  IDENTIFIED  BY  AFT  LOCAL  2121 

1 .  Continue  AFT  participation  in  developing  an  educational  and  budget  strategy  that 
ensures  the  priority  of  instruction  in  the  institution,  maximum  revenue  from  the 
State,  and  job  security  for  faculty.

a.  Establish  a  program  that  would  reward  professional  activities  of  faculty. 
Enhance  salaries  and  increase  contributions  by  faculty  to  the  College  by 
encouraging  them  to  strive  for  greater  professional  participation  and 
achievement.    (Article  20) 

b.  Steadily  increase  the  proportion  of  part-time  salaries  relative  to  full-time 
salaries  towards  the  100%  pro-rata  level.  Determine  priorities  for  increases 
among  the  various  part-time  pro-rata  scales.    (Article  20) 

c.  Improve  compensation  of  all  hourly  work  including  overload,  summer, 
substitute,  and  non-instructional  towards  full  pro-rata  pay.    (Article  20) 

4.  Review  District  policies  affecting  the  full-time/part-time  faculty  ratio  with  a  view  to 
increasing  the  proportion  of  full-time  jobs  in  the  District. 

5.  Retain  preference  rights  of  part-time  faculty  in  the  assignment  of  additional  hours 
and  for  full-time  positions.  Review  the  upgrading  process  and  Handbook  for 
Faculty  Screening/Interviewing  Committees,  the  District  Affirmative  Action  Plan, 
and  Faculty  Hiring  Procedures  to  ensure  consistency  where  appropriate.  (Article 
12) 

6.  Explore  options  for  leaves  (Article  1 7)  and  recall  rights  for  part-time  faculty  without 
assignments  (Article  13-1)  to  improve  job  security  for  part-timers.

By  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  921217-B9,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  approved  a  contract  with  Pacific  Bell  for  Coin 
Operated  Pay  Telephone  Services  district-wide  for  the  period 
January  1,  1993  through  December  31,  1996;  however,  the  actual 
term  of  the  signed  agreement  was  February  1,  1993  to  January  31, 
1996.    A  guaranteed  revenue  to  the  District  for  the  three  year 
period  was  $90,000.   The  contract  agreement  provided  for  an 
option  to  extend  for  another  three  year  period  upon 
recommendation  of  District  administration.

The  plan  develops  a 
comprehensive  workforce  educational  delivery  system  to  provide 
the  best  long  and  short-term  learning  opportunities  for 
individuals  seeking  employment  in  the  Bay  Area  region's 
workplaces.   The  plan  provides  a  college  response  to  the  recent 
organizational  and  technological  changes  in  the  workplace  as  well 
as  the  federal  initiatives  such  as  School -to-Work,  tech/prep,  re- 
employment training  and  Goals  2000  skills  standards  projects.   It 
is  one  of  the  first  such  plans  from  a  community  college  in  the 
state. 

CityWorks  was  developed  by  a  task  force  of  over  45 
faculty,  administrators  and  staff  during  the  past  nine  months. 
The  task  force,  established  by  the  college's  Master  Plan 
Committee,  began  meeting  in  February  of  this  year  and  completed  a 
draft  in  September.   The  draft  has  been  circulated  to  the  CCSF 
college  community  for  feedback  and  comment  during  the  months  of 
October  and  November.   Based  upon  the  feedback  from  the  college 
community  and  its  own  review,  the  Master  Plan  Committee  has 
resolved  to  support  CityWorks  and  recommend  it  to  the  Chancellor 
for  Board  approval .

Several  classified  employees  in  the  district  were 
employed  in  positions  either  in  the  private  sector  or  other 
positions  in  the  district  that  compensated  them  at  salary  levels 
which  exceeds  step  one  of  the  respective  City  classification  to 
which  they  received  appointments.   Furthermore,  prior  to  July  1, 
1995   provisions  in  the  Old  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance

President  and  Members: 

WHEREAS:  On  February  18,  1986,  pursuant  to  the  Educational 
Employment  Relations  Act  (EERA,  Government  Code  Section 
3540  et  seq.),  the  Board  by  Resolution  No.  86021 8-S3  designated  the 
Classification  of  Truck  Driver  (7355)  (hereinafter  "Classification")  as  a 
"Building  Trades  Classification"; 

WHEREAS:  The  Administration  has  provided  the  non-exclusive 
representative  of  the  employees  of  the  District  occupying 
positions  within  the  Classification  with  an  opportunity  to  "meet  and  discuss" 
the  wage  and  benefit  issues  under  contemplation  consistent  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees'  obligation  as  a  public  school  employer  under  the  EERA; 

WHEREAS:    The  Administration  has  recommended  an  increase  in  the 
Benefit  Levels  of  unrepresented  employees  of  the  District 
occupying  positions  within  the  Classification  consistent  with  those  reflected 
in  Paragraphs  No.  1 ,  2,  and  3,  below; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:  The  Board  of  Trustees  approves, 

ratifies  and  adopts  amended  Benefit 
Levels  for  unrepresented  employees  of  the  District  occupying  positions 
within  the  Classification  as  follows: 

1.         Employees'  Retirement  System: 

a.  Retroactive  to  October  1,  1995,  subject  to  Employees' 
Retirement  System  requirements,  the  District  shall  pay 
up  to  two  percent  (2%)  of  each  employee's  elected 
rate  of  contribution  to  the  Employees'  Retirement 
System,  not  to  exceed  an  employee's  elected  rate  of 
contribution; 

b.  Effective  December  30,  1995,  subject  to  Employees' 
Retirement  System  requirements,  the  District  shall  pay 
up  to  an  additional  one  percent  (1%)  for  a  total  of  up 
to  three  percent  (3%)  of  each  employee's  elected  rate 
of  contribution  to  the  Employees'  Retirement  System, 
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not    to    exceed    an    employee's     elected    rate    of 
contribution. 

2.  Dependent  Care  Health  Benefits: 

a.  Retroactive  to  October  1,  1995,  subject  to  Health 
Service  System  requirements,  the  District  shall  pay 
$50.00  per  month  of  each  eligible  current  employee's 
contribution  to  Dependent  Care  Health  Benefits; 

b.  Effective  December  30,  1995,  subject  to  Health  Service 
System  requirements,  the  District  shall  pay  an 
additional  $75.00  per  month  for  a  total  of  $125.00  per 
month  of  each  eligible  current  employee's  contribution 
to  Dependent  Care  Health  Benefits. 

3.  Life  Insurance  Policy: 

Effective  upon  adoption  of  this  Resolution,  dependent  on 
carrier  requirements,  the  face  value  of  the  Life  Insurance 
Policy  shall  be  $50,000. 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:        The    Benefits    Levels    in    effect 

pursuant  to  Paragraphs  No.  1,  2, 
and  3,  above,  shall  apply  at  the  time  of  hire  to  any  future  unrepresented 
employees  of  the  District  occupying  positions  within  the  Classification,  as 
appropriate; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:        All  other  forms  of  compensation, 

benefits,  and  other  terms  and 
conditions  of  employment  not  specifically  enumerated  herein  shall  continue 
in  accordance  with  existing  District  policies,  practices  and  procedures  in 
effect  as  of  the  date  of  this  Resolution;
